The lack of production in the 
world in general, and 
in this 
country in particular, is bringing 
u 
fact to lace with it problem 
which file entire globe has been 


ca lle d 
upon to solve. 
Daily 
broad riots in various European 


co mirk 
and feed famines in 
every P*o'! of the world are im­ 


p r e s s i n g the gravity of the sit­ 
uation upon all nations. 
There 
was a time when seventy-five 
per cent of the people on 
the 
earth were producers, but now 
the proportion has declined until 
there are one-third producing; 
and tho wild scramble of those 
remaining to provide themselves 
with the small present output, 
has put many of life’s actual 
necessities beyond the reach ot 
a great many. 
Government statistics discover 
the fact that there was far less 
winter wheat sown last fall than 
for many years, and the meat 
animals on farms and ranges in 
January, 1920. were fewer than 
at the same time a year ago. The 
pre ent indifference of the peo-j 
pie toward agriculture, and the 
decrease of population 
in 
the 
country district 
i- the primary] 
cause for the tendency toward 
a food famine and almost pro­ 
hibitive prices. 
Reckless and 
senseless buying of luxuries and 
non-essentials, together with a 
wild orgy of speculation which 
has increased the volume of in­ 
flated credits and cornu lands the 
use of millions of dollars worth 
of materials and labor, also af- 
fec! s c<md it ions adversely, 
The world must face the issue 
squarely, unpleasant though it 
is. The majority.of the farmers 
undoubtedly have been losing in 
the battle of life or this situation 
would not exist. 
Labor has re­ 
mained In the city or e m ig rated 
there where short 
hours 
and 
high pay are to be found, where 
there are amusements and di­ 
versions and where Ufo is not 
just hoeing down one row and 
up another. 
Nonessential em­ 
ployments 
are 
flourishing, 
thereby lowering the marginal 
productivity of each worker out 
of proportion to the wage he re­ 
ceives. 
lf the farmer is enabled to 
compete with the wage and hour 
scale of the city, the situation 
will be hi a great measure r e ­ 
lieved. 
With 
proper 
lnduce- 
.melds labor can 
be 
diverted 
from non-essential employment 
iii the cities to more productive 
work on the farms. 
This can 
be done by making farm life 
more at tractive, but above all, In 
making farming more profitable 
through stabilizing the prices bf 
farm products on higher levels
